Diseased Beef Is Said To 3e 


torcd And Shipped 


Doc- 


Providence. H. L, March 10.—The 


statement attributed to Cattle Inspec- 
tor Caleb E. Pjrinentor of Attleboro. 
Mass.. in which lie is reported as say- 
ing that diseased beef slaughtered in 
neighboring Massachusetts towns and 
cities is sent into Rhode Island and 
here "spiced" and niad« into sausages 
and frankforts for domestic and for- 
eign trade has created considerable 
comment from public officials. 
Mr. 


Parmenter's statements are reported 
to have been made in the course of 
explaining his duties as cattle inspec- 
tor and he stated that he confined his 
inspections to animals intended only 
for Massachusetts, as when beef was 
sent into Rhode Island an inspection 
was not deemed necessary. He is said 
to have declared that he followed this 
practice on the authority of Austin 
C. Peters of Boston, chief of the state 
bureau of cattle inspection. 


In Raode Island the election of an 


inspector of beef and pork is provid- 
ed for. The present incumbent. Ben- 
jamin P. Mo'jlton states that his of- 
fice has no jurisdiction over 
meat

A black out i« given by steeping 


once-half ounce of mullein flowers, 
one-half ounce of genista with a pint 
of boiling water. 
The tea should

any dye the hair must be washed 
thoroughly to remove all oil, and be 
quite dried before the c-oloriug is put 
on. 
Usually a brush is the best 


agent, and in with this vegetable tea. 
Wet the hair at night, letting ihe 
mixture dry in. A towel should be 
Spread over the pillow. 


Potato peelings if boiled in an 


iron kettle, which acts chemically 
upon them, will make a deep brown 
or black dye. The coloring is una.de 
by covering the parings with cold 
water (they should have been well 
washed first) and simmering gently 
•intil soft. Then strain, and when 
-old put on with a brush. 


Walnuts will stain black, and the 


mixture is made by taking husks, 
...dried or green, although the latter i» 
~^tter, and putting them in a bottle 
covered with alcohol- This should 
stand for a week, and then the liquid 
Is poured off and the husks are 
squeezed to extract all the juice. 
Bottle tightly. Put the husks on in 
cold water to boil. There should be 
just liquid enough to cover. 
Let 


them simmer Tor half an hour and 
then strain. Mix the water, when 
cold with the alcohol. This makes a 
fairly good stain. 


Heuna colors the hair auburn, a 


deep gold or else red, and of course, 
comes under the head of vegetable 
dyes. The leaves are to be bought at 
any drug store and should be crushed 
before using. The simple paste for 
auburn is to make a tea of the 
leaves, using an ounce to a pint of 
boiling water or stronger if desired, 
letting It steep for half an hour It is 
then drained and the liquid evenly 
applied to the hair. The precise 
shade obtained can only be told by 
experience, for it depends upon the 
original color of the hair, but the 
dye should stay on for at least half 
an hour before washing off in clear 
water, drying the hair afterward in 
the sun. The longer the dye stays on 
the deeper will be the color. 


A chemical dye less strong than 


^sortie others will turn the hair black 
Sifter repealed applications and is 
composed of one dram of precipita- 
ted sulphur, one diam of acetate of 
lead and four ounces of rose water. 
This is applied twice a day until the 
desired shade is obtained, and is 
known as the Twiggs dje .after the 
originator.

The latter is of special formation, 


li;i\:i!S at its upper extremity a fun- 
nol-hl .",.ed extension of greater ca- 
pacity than the spout. A cover is 
lnu;;oJ to this extension and the 
whole tisod us a pouring lip. In or- 
der to atiach the spout to the body 
of the kettle there- are employed t\vo 
tubes, which not o:ily serve as a re- 
enforcement for the spout but afford 
passages in comnuinuvtion with the 
spout and receptacle. The upper 
spout allows an escape for the steum 
generated in the l\ettle, the steam 
passing from the receptacle at' a 
point where it is not likely to scald 
the person who is grasping the han- 
dle. 
The receptacle is, of course, 


filled through the spout.

DIVING FOR DEAD SEA SALT 


Work That IB Probably as Ancient 


as the Human Race 


Itself. 


The awful desolation of the. Dead 


sea, which lies nearly 1,300 feet below 
the level of the Mediterranean, is broken 
here and there by the salt divers, whose 
work is probably as ancient as the hu- 
man race itself. 


From remotest antiquity, says the 


Technical World Magazine, the salt oC 
the Dead sea has been collected and 
brought to the Jerusalem market, where 
it is used for curing bides and for domes- 
tic purposes. Dead sea water contains 
over 25 per cent, of solid substances, of 
which seven per cent, is chloride of 
sodium, or common salt. 


The Dead sea contains no living crea- 


ture. Sea flsh put into its waters speed- 
ily die. Not a single boat navigates its 
strange waters, nor is there any sign 
of life, save the isolated parties of salt 
divers, who scrape and slowly amass 
their glistening heaps of crystal near 
the mouth of the Jordan. 


When a sufficient cargo is made ready 


a long string of. camels crosses the 
desert, and the salt is loaded up into 
panniers, or "shwerries," and taken 
into Jerusalem, where it finds a ready 
market. 


Salt, as is well known, has been used 


as currency from\irne immemorial, just 
as bricks of tea are used to-day in cen- 
tral Asia, especially in the borderland 
of China and Siberia.

ated ?200 in March, 1905, for the ex- 
penses of fighting the brown-tail 
moth. The tree wardens paid the 
children five cents for 
every dozen 


moth nests turned in and over 40,000 
•were collected and destroyed. 
About 


2000 more, on limbs o'f trees which 
children could not reach, were se- 
cured by expert 
climbers 
or 
shot 


away by marksmen with rifles. 


Appeals through the 
press to the 


citizens of the city were not espec- 
ially efficacious and Dover ,was prac- 
tically freed: 
from 
the 
brown-tail 


moth by the expenditure of |200 of 
the public money. 
So small a sum 


would- hardly now suffice to destroy 
the nests in this city, but an appro- 
priation by no means 
large, wisely 


spent, 
would 
accomplish wonders. 


Dover's example proves that prompt 
action and faithful work will do much 
toward eliminating the worst insect 
pest New England has known in re- 
cent years at least. 


SAVE THE FORESTS 


The White Mountain forest reserve 


bill, now before 
Congress, 
should 


pass. The question involved is not 
one affecting New Hampshire alone, 
but every one of the New England 
states. The preservation of the for- 
ests of the White Mountain region is 
of the utmost 
importance.

DEATH OF A VETERAN CONDUC- 


TOR 


Jacob Johnson, the veteran Boston 


and Maine conductor, known to thou- 
sands of patrons of the system, died 
at his home in Newburyport Monday. 


Mr. Johnson was born in Durham, 


Nov. 
15, 1831, and Aug 1, 1850, en- 


tered the employ of the old Eastern 
railroad. He rapidly won the esteem 
and confidence of the officials and in 
a few years was running a train in- 
to the old terminal at East Boston. 
Later he was transferred to a train 
irom Beverly to East Boston, and 
four years later run from Amesbury 
to Boston. 


Forty years ago he was made con- 


ductor of the 7 a. m. train from New- 
buryport, returning from Boston at 6 
p. m., and this assignment he kept to 
the end, although owing to a com- 
paratively recent illness be had not 
run on the train for about a >ear. 


Mr. Johnson's record as a conduc- 


tor would be hard to duplicate. He 
was conscientious and faithful in the 
performance of his duties and he ev- 
er pointed with pride to the fact that 
tho railway company never had to 
pay fi to person or property through 
any mistake or carelessness on his 
part. 


The deceased enjoyed much 
dis- 


tinction in musical circles for many 
years. He was a member of various 
church choirs In Newbtiryport 
and 


elsewhere, and 
he 
frequently 
ap- 


peared as a soloist twenty-five 
or 


more years ago. He had a rich bass 
voice which had -toeen well trained.

IINT PUPILS SUSTAIN KIRNS UNO LOSE 


!HBR CUTHING 


Haveiihill, Mass., March 20.—Cool- 


ness and presence of mind of teach- 
ers and almost perfect order among 
pupils prevented on Monday afternoon, 
a disaster at the Haverhill Manual 
Training School and High School an- 
next, when over 150 boys and girls 
succeeded in escaping from buildings 
through which flames were raging. 
Several pupils had their hair burned 
and one man received an injured leg 
by jumping from a second story win- 
dow . 


Cut off from esca,pe after he had 


led his 
pupils 
from 
the 
burning 


schoolh&use, Instructor John Bourne 
was forced to leap from a window of 
the training school after be had 'been 
burned about the head and face. 


Heroism on the part of the four 


teachers in the High School annex 
was a feature of the successful es- 
cape of all the pupils from that build- 
ing. 
The fire had passed quickly to 


the annex, which held 150 boys and 
girls, divided into four rooms. 
The 


fire seemed to come from all direct- 
ilons at the same time, and for a mo- 
ment the teachers were unable to de- 
cide upon the 
easiest 
and 
safest 


means of exit. 


At this time the 
order 
resulting 


from a systematic fire drill in 
the 


schools 
came 
into 
play. 
Pupils 


formed into lines. 
Those 
on 
the 


first floor filed down the short stair- 
way to the street, but for those upon 
the upper floor tbe situation was full 
of peril. 


Some slight discord 
was 
caused 


when a few of the 
boys and 
girls 


tried first to obtain their hats 
and 


oats before making for the sairway. 
As a result of this, seven pupils, in- 
cluding Stella Sargent, were cut off 
from the others and losing their -s\ay 
in the smoke were obliged to run to 
the front of the 
building, there to 


take refuge upon a 
small balcony 


overlooking tbe street. 


By this time a double 
alarm had 


been sounded and several engine and 
ladder 
companies 
were upon 
the 


scene. 
Reassuring cries reached the 


girls as they hung over the balcony 
railing 
screaming 
for 
assistance. 


Miss Sargent, however, who appeared 
to be growing faint from the excite- 
ment and smoke, suddeny lifted her- 
self to the top of the 
railway 
and 


jumped to the ground. 
She was at 


once sent to the hospital where it 
was found that her right leg was in- 
jured . 


Ladders were quickly 
raised and 


all the other five girls were removed 
in safety. 
They 
had 
fainted 
and 


were In a state of collapse from their 
experience. 
Others, who were upon 


the second floor, reached tbe ground 
by moans of the main stairway. 


Tac fire started in 
a 
blacksmith 


shop on the ground floor of the train- 
Ing school building. 


The boys in the carpentering room 


on tho second floor ran for the exit 
with Mr. Bourne in 
the lead.

first it seemed as if escape through 
the passageway was impossible, but 
spurred on by their teacher the boys 
rushed through the thickening smoke 
while fire darted

about them. 
Their hair was badly 


singed and some of them had their 
Angers scorched before they reached 
the street.

One of tho most interesting of tho

In the bakeshop every useful de-

ment it is determined exactly how 
many pounds of flour and water are 
needed to make a certain batch of 
bread. 
The gauges are set and the 


flour and water (low together into a 
big kneading through where rotating 
shafts and big wooden kneaders, that 
look like Indian clubs, mix and knead 
the mixture.

In 
Post Lea ven worth, where desertions 
are fewer than at any other army 
post, despite the fact that it is tiio 
largest in the United States, having 
an enlisted force of S.OOO men. ninety- 
nine per cent of the privates have 
better sleeping quarters and better 
food than they ever had in civil life; 
their barracks are models of sanitary 
construction ; they have porcelain lin- 
ed baths, lavatories of slate, with run- 
ning water, and nickel plated fixtures; 
electric lights in their bunk, lounging 
and dining rooras; warm be>1c!othing, 
the best and warmest of outer cloth- 
ing for winter, good light and heavy 
underwear, fur gloves and fur caps

marching; stearn heated quarters, a 
reading room and a goad library- In 
each barracks are pool and billiard 
tables, and the gymnasium, which is 
also used as an entertainment uall 
for the enlisted men, having a large 
stage, drop curtain and scenery in it, 
has in connection a big swimming 
pool, where the mm may swim both 
summer and winter. This building is 
considered the largest used for this 
purpose in the I'nited States army. 


All these cjiivenLr-aes are for the
